New hope for rural America in fight against COVID

It’s 2022 and the COVID 
pandemic is still with us. 

Pandemic fatigue is 
understandable at this point, 
but the loss of more than 
824,000 Americans to date 
and the arrival of a new, 
more transmissible vari- 
ant, should drive a renewed 
push to turn the tide. 

We have the tools to do 
it. We know where our 
focus must be, but one area 
of great concern is rural 
America. 

Rural communities are 
among the hardest hit with 
the latest wave of the pan- 
demic still rolling across 
America. Omicron renews 
COVID’s assault on the 
unvaccinated. 

Last fall, the incidence 
rates of COVID-19 in 
rural America were rough- 
ly 54 percent higher than 
elsewhere in the country, 
according to the Rural 
Policy Research Institute. 
To date, if you live in a 
rural community, you are 
more than twice as likely to 
die from COVID than those 
in nonrural areas 

Analysis from The Daily 
Yonder showed that inci- 
dent rates climbed nearly 


50 percent in rural counties 
in the two weeks following 
the Thanksgiving holiday, 
a worrisome trend with the 
rapid spread of the Omicron 
variant now. 

The disparity: requires 
an effort to reach families 
in these communities with 
trusted voices, sound sci- 
ence, and accurate informa- 
tion. Trusted rural voices 
have banded together with 
the National Rural Health 
Association (NRHA) and 
COVID Collaborative to 
address the disparity and 
look for opportunities to 
speak directly with rural 
Americans about the vac- 
cines. 

Together with organi- 
zations like the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, 
the Cooperative Extension 
System, and others, we are 
standing together to encour- 
age Americans who may 
still be questioning vaccines 
to seek out the latest accu- 
rate information about get- 
ting vaccinated. This work 
takes many forms. 

A national PSA cam- 
paign, co-sponsored by the 
Ad Council and COVID 
Collaborative, brings the 
real stories of seven fami- 
lies in rural America direct- 
ly impacted by COVID,

The January 28 Morbidity 
and Mortality Weekly 
Report of the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) affirmed 
the value of COVID-19 
booster doses in preventing 
infections and deaths from 
COVID-19. 

The report states that 
during the periods of Delta 
and Omicron variant emer- 
gence, COVID-19 vac- 


cination protected against 
both variants. Even though 
COVID-19 vaccine effec- 
tiveness decreased with 


the emergence of the Delta 
variant and vaccine-induced 
immunity waned, protection 
against hospitalization and 
death has remained high. 
Unvaccinated adults had 
a five times higher risk of 
infection’ compared with 
adults who were fully vac- 
cinated with a booster.

PASTOR’S CORNER

The continuity of the twos makes one think that the day 
must have it all together. Too bad that we can’t have that 
continuity and consistency ourselves. Sometimes we wake 
up feeling pretty good about our plans for the day, only 
to go to bed that night with our plans unfulfilled, shot to 
pieces by some unexpected event. Let’s face it: Forrest 
Gump had it right. “Life is like a box of chocolates. You 
never know what you’re going to get.” So what do we do 
to get and keep our footing in this uncertain, unstable life? 

We need an anchor. Unexpected waves can push us into 
some deep, dangerous waters. Sudden windstorms can 
blow us far from the course we had meant to take. A good, 
strong anchor can keep us tethered to a place that is secure; 
a place where we need to be. The Christians to whom the 
book of Hebrews was written had been weakened by a 
strong spiritual storm.

They 
were considering reversing course altogether and going 
back to where they had been. In this context, the writer 
of Hebrews stated “God has given both his promise and 
his oath. These two things are unchangeable because it is 
impossible for God to lie. Therefore, we who have fled to 
him for refuge can have great confidence as we hold to the 
hope that lies before us. This hope is a strong and trustwor- 
thy anchor for our souls.” (Hebrews 6:18,19a) 

So, there it is. The strong, stable, and certain hope that 
we have in the promises and faithfulness of God is the 
anchor that keeps us on course. Storms will come. Winds 
will blow. Blindsides happen. But we can weather them all 
if we have our anchor. Got yours?

_Celebrating Black History 


Month giving honor to dis- 
tinguished history mak- 
ers during the month of 
February: Beginning this 
week with the prestigious 
Lewis Latimer (9/4/1848 — 
12/11/1928) 

Remember the name 
Lewis Latimer whenever 
you use an electric light. 
Born in 1848 in Chelsea, 
Massachusetts, Lewis was 
the youngest of four chil- 
dren. His parents, George 
and Rebecca, were escaped 
slaves from Virginia who 
had run away to gain their 
freedom. They finally set- 
tled in Boston, but their 
owner came to bring them 
back to his plantation in 
Virginia. Local abolitionists 
raised funds to pay for their 
freedom, which became a 
famous case related to the 
abolition of slavery. 
Latimer served in the 
Union Navy during the 
Civil War, and in the 
rank of Landsman, he did 
unskilled labor aboard the 
ship. After gaining an hon- 
orable discharge, Latimer 
was employed as an office 
worker with the patent law 
firm Crosby, Halstead, and 
Gould. This job would only 
earn him $3.00 a week. 
Soon he learned how to 
use a set square, ruler, and 
other tools, which helped 
him gain a foundation in 
draftsmanship. When his
